T. LOUIS.—Ignoring senti­ 
ment and considering the 
question totally without re­ 
gard to the position woman 
occupies by reason of her 
sex, can it be said she is 
lese honest than man? It’s a subject 
calling for rare diplomacy. 
Several years ago a St. Louis law­ 
yer, at the time holding office, made so 
bold as to publish a statement in the 
affirmative. 
He made a cold, dispas­ 
sionate analysis of the character of 
woman and gave what purported to be 
proofs in substantiation of his asser­ 
tion. 
He was buried under a storm 
of protest and finally receded from his 
position. 
More recently 
a Cleveland 
judge 
sought to show that men possessed 
more inherent honesty than women. 
Forthwith he was swept from his feet 
by a wave of popular indignation. De­ 
nunciations were heaped upon him. in 
every section of the country and at 
last, in despair, he denied in toto all 
he had said. 
The question of a woman’s honesty 
as compared to that of a man is one 
which has puzzled 
philosophers 
for 
ages. In every civilized country it has 
been argued pro and con and never 
has 
any 
definite 
conclusion 
been 
reached. The agitation started by the 
Cleveland judge culminated in Paris, 
where, after devoting columns to the 
subject, it was decided by one of the 
papers that women were not less hon­ 
est. An English publication in passing 
judgment declared man was the more 
honest of the two sexes. 
Opinion is 
widely diversified. And so, too, is the 
question. It must be considered from 
every angle, declares a writer in the 
St. Louis Republic. 
It would be utter foolishness to ques­ 
tion the honesty of a woman of culture 
and refinement, 
in 
a 
comparative 
sense, with a sot whose few remaining 
faculties were occupied with the sole 
idea of how to get 
the next drink. 
And the same would apply between a 
woman who had reached the bottom 
of the social scale and a man known 
to be of sterling honesty and integ­ 
rity. 
Test Must Be a Fair One. 
To render an opinion which would 
stand dissection it would be necessary 
to choose with great care two 
sub­ 
jects whose mental and social qualifi­ 
cations are on a par. Then, with due 
Allowance for the constitutional differ­ 
ences between the two sexes, they 
should be studied, and, unknown 
to 
themselves, put to the test. 
Such a 
proceeding would entail much time 
and even then might be fruitless, so, 
in an endeavor to get some idea of 
how the question is regarded in S t 
Louis, a number of men whose daily 
life brings them in contact with both 
sexes were asked for their views. 
The majority of the men approached 
proved ardent champions of the weak­ 
er sex and were inclined to look upon 
digressions more in the light of in­ 
consistencies and vagaries rather than 
anything having to do with their hon­ 
esty. It was acknowledged that they 
were prone to draw upon their imag­ 
inations and probably in the course of 
a day told many what are known in 
common parlance as fibs or white lies. 
But, St was pointed out. they did so in 
many instances in order to spare the 
feelings of friends. 
Stress was laid 


on the fact that the plain, unvarnished 
truth between women in their inter­ 
course with one another would lead to 
much unhappiness and ill feeling. 
It is little to be wondered at that 
men in St. Louis throw up their hands 
at the idea of their opinions being ex­ 
ploited. 
Even 
when 
assured 
they 
would not be quoted, several judges, 
inclining to the stand taken by the 
Cleveland jurist, were most guarded 
in their statements. 
Said one: 
Woman’s Superior Imagination. 
"The average woman is a bundle of 
nerves and full of latent enthusiasm. 
She has great powers of imagination, 
and when the occasion demands does 
not hesitate to draw' upon them. Love 
also has much to do with her relegat­ 
ing the truth to the rear. With liberty 
or welfare of the object of her affec­ 
tions at stake, there is no sacrfice she 
will not make, and the perverting of 
the truth becomes a petty matter. 
"Why,” he exclaimed, “I have heard 
women make statements on the wit­ 
ness stand which to my owrn certain 
knowledge I knew 
to be false. 
Of 
course, the same is true of men, to 
some extent, but is confined to a class, 
as a rule, of which 
nothing 
better 
could be expected. With women, how­ 
ever, it applies to the sex as a whole. 
Education, breeding and 
refinement 
make little difference. 
Swayed 
by 
love, affection or her emotions, a wom­ 
an will stop at nothing. When under 
control of her feelings she takes little 
heed of the consequences which are 
likely to ensue as a result of her ac­ 
tions. 
No man, 
he said in conclusion, 
has a higher respect for women than 
rn>self. Upon her, in a large measure 
rests the welfare of the nation, and 
each day her influence in 
business, 
politics and the affairs of the country 
is making itself more apparent. That 
such is the case is a matter for con­ 
gratulation. 
But her temperament in 
matters wherein her heart and affec­ 
tions play a part will ever preclude her 
having the same degree of honesty as 
man.” 


Opinion of a Revivalist. 
The next man sought for an opinion 
v as Gipsy Smith. In conducting his re- 
vivals he has come in contact with 
women of every walk of life, and it 
was judged from his wide experience 
he would be able to make a compari­ 
son, with sharply drawn lines. 
Such 
proved to be the case. 
He did not 
hesitate a second in saying: 
"I do not think women less honest 
than men. Woman, when she Is good 
s an angel. Just as the highest moun­ 
tains have the deepest valleys, so the 
greatest possibilities 
for good 
may 
become the greatest possibilities for 
evil. 
"Woman is differently constituted 
from man. 
Her emotions are more 
easily aroused, and at times, when un­ 
der their control, she does things that 
later she may regret. As to her hon­ 
esty, as compared with that of man, 
there can be no question.” 
The manager of a department store 
did not show the same faith. He de­ 
clared women made a practice of tell­ 
ing deliberate falsehoods with no other 
idea in view than perhaps making a 
good bargain. 
It was a common oc­ 
currence, he said, for a woman to ask 
to be shown goods and when informed 
of the price have her say: 
“Why. I 


can get exactly the same 
thing 
at 
Blank & Blank’s for half the price,” 
when she was well aware that such a 
thing was impossible. He stated that 
much of the shrewdness attributed to 
women in making a bargain was due 
in large part to their ability to sub­ 
serve the truth. 
He said he did not draw his conclu­ 
sions from his experience with men, 
as he fully realized that his own sex 
in a department store were as much 
out of place as the proverbial “bull In 
a china shop,” and in the struggler to 
get out would buy at any price. In de­ 
tecting thieves, whose operations make 
constant vigilance necessary in a large 
store, he declared he would rather deal 
with six men than one woman. Their 
guile, even when caught red-handed, 
he declared, was often the means of 
their escaping punishment. 
License Clerk’s Testimony. 
O. H. Rued!, who has acted in the 
capacity of marriage license clerk at 
the city hall for six years, aligned 
himself on the women’s side. 
Inas 
much as he has to ask every appli­ 
cant for his or her age, this would a1 
most seem to put an end to further 
discussion. 
If there is one subject 
upon which a woman is tender, it is 
her age. 
From time immemorial she 
has considered it her special privilege 
to make use of a sliding scale in this 
respect. 
As a schoolgirl she delights 
in adding on one or two years, and 
when the score and 
ten mark 
is 
reached she stops counting altogether. 
Mr. Rued! was unqualified in his as­ 
sertion that women are more honest 
than men. 
His great trouble, he de­ 
clared. was with young girls under 
age who were obsessed 
with 
love’s 
young dream. 
They did not seem to 
have any scruples, he said, about add 
ing a year or two to their ages when 
it Has palpable they had not reached 
the age of discretion established by 
statute. 
It will be a surprise to many to 
learn that men are not exempt from 
weakness In regard to their age. Mr. 
Ruedl said he frequently had cases 
where men, in the presence of friends 
and neighbors, without the least con 
cern, deducted from five to ten years 
from the number of summers which 
had passed over their heads. 
James H. Smith, chief of detectives, 
when asked his opinion, quickly di 
vided women with criminal tendencies 
into two classes. Into the first he put 
the woman who was brought before 
him as a result of her first venture be­ 
yond the pale of the law. As for the 
professional 
woman 
criminal 
he 
showed little mercy. 
He stated that 
men, no matter how hardened, when 
they found th© 
evidence so 
strong 
against them as to render their case 
hopeless, usually came out with the 
truth. 
With the woman criminal the 
department has to overcome all the 
artifices which she uses to baffle the 
sleuths. 
Says Women Are More Honest. 
‘‘As a rule,” said Chief Smith, “the 
women that stoop to the minor crimes 
are not in the professional class, and 
when confronted with proof of their 
wrongdoing readily admit their guilt. 
The same can be said of men, though 
to a lesser degree. 
It is my opinion 
that under 
ordinary 
circumstances 
women are much more honest than 
men. 
"When it comes to professional crim­ 
inals, however, women far outdistance 
men in their dishonesty. 
They are 
more shrewd and crafty and exeeed- 


the quick by the merciless lash of on® 
another’s tongues. 
Many of the cruel 
insinuations uttered are probably in­ 
vented on the spur of the moment, 
with the sole object of hitting a tender 
spot in the armor of the other. 
Men as a rule will come to blow* 
when the insult is passed. 
It is not 
the nature of women to engage in fisti­ 
cuffs, and. by way of getting repara­ 
tion, the soiling of an enemy’s reputa­ 
tion is often the modus operandi. Such 
a practice is much to be deplored, and 
many women, in fact, the majority, 
scorn to use such tactics. Little heal 
tatlon is shown, however, by those of 
the female persuasion in giving vent 
to their spleen by cutting remarks and 
unjust criticisms which might Just as 
well remain unsaid. 
Of course, the same is true to an 
extent among men, but it cannot be 
said to be as prevalent 
Men are re­ 
luctant to undermine another's stand- 
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ingly hard to handle. 
They summon 
to their aid every artifice to squirm 
out of a hole. Twisting and turning, 
watching every loophole, It is almost 
impossible to trap them. They make 
a travesty of truth, and It is only by 
constant vigilance and the surmount­ 
ing of overwhelming odds that they 
are at last brought to bay.” 
Have Not W ill Power of Men. 
It is generally acknowledged that 
man has a better control of his feel­ 
ings in time of trouble or excitement, 
allowing always for the invariable ex­ 
ception, than has a woman. Two men 
can engage in a bitter argument and 
flay each other with biting sarcasm 
and yet on the surface display not the 
least emotion. Curbed by such an ex­ 
ercise of will power, they are less like­ 
ly to veer very far from the truth. 
On the other hand. Jet two women be­ 
come involved in a controversy, and 
ofttimes at the termination of the dis­ 
pute both parties are in tears, cut to 


ing unless they have good and suffi­ 
cient proof to back up their assertion. 
There is always looming up in 
the 
background the fact that some day 
there will be an accounting, and un­ 
less they cen make good the state­ 
ments, they are likely to 
suffer 
a 
thrashing or even worse. 
Question of the Affections. 
Then there enters into the question 
a woman’s temperament She is given 
to violent prejudices, and is equally 
as ardent in her affections. 
No quotation from Shakespeare is 
more familiar than “Hell hath no fury 
ike a woman scorned.” Then in the 
Bible occurs this passage, “It is better 
to live on the housetops than in a pal­ 
ace with a brawling woman.” These 
passages, brief though they may be, 
show that the question was probably 
thrashed out many a time, not only in 
the dim past, but also in the days of 
the bard of Avon. 
Have you ever been at a friend’s 
house and while 
there 
have 
your 
lost s brother or husband become in­ 
volved In an argument with a bill col­ 
lector or some other unwelcome vis­ 
itor? 
Then you have witnessed the 
sister or wife sometimes go to the as­ 
sistance of the man. 
Did you ever 
notice how soon she is taking part in 
the dispute, and how ready she is to 
back up any statement he may make? 
She will seize every opportunity to aid 
him and will enlarge upon the truth 
until it sometimes brings a smile to 
the face of both men. 


Emotion Cuts Large Figure. 
It is a common occurrence for a 
man escorting a woman to unwittingly 
be a party to a disturbance, and when 
the police appear and begin to que*, 
tion everyone who seems to know any­ 
thing about it, who is it that chips in* 
when the first query is put to the man, 
and declares that they know nothing 
of the trouble?

A recent review on Hygiene and 
Health by the eminent Scharlieb, M.

that “health 
workers”—those who make it a prac­ 
tice to help and visit the sick, should 
co-operate with doctors and nurses in 
their fight to preserve to the new-born 
infant the natural milk of the mother 
To the growing habit of substituting 
the bottle for the natural nursing func 
tion, the writer has strong words of 
condemnation. For, to this practice is 
largely attributed the increase In in 
fant mortality, and bad health of the 
mother, who is In danger of many ill­ 
nesses arising out of the omission of 
the natural function. 
As a rule, the child should be nursed 
for the first nine months at least. The 
exception to this Is, of course, when 
I the mother is suffering from the ef* 
I feds of overwork, or alcoholism, or is 
a victim of tuberculosis. 
The writer mentions the supreme 
value of hot milk for the 
nursing 
j mother and where this Is not obtain 
J able, hot water should be taken in 
j large quantities. 
In connection with this it may be 
stated that there is in England a plan 
afoot to make It illegal to employ in 
workshop or factory any woman tot 
at least two months before and twc 
after the birth of a child.

sex, can It be said she is 


less honest than man? It's a subjec 
calling for rare diplomacy. 


Several years ago a St. Louis law 


yer, at the time holding office, made so 
bold as to publish a statement in the 
affirmative. 
He made a cord, dispas 


slonate analysis of the character 
woman and gave what purported to be 
proofs in substantiation of hts asser 
tion. He was buried under a etorm 
of protest and finally receded from his 
position. 


More recently 
a Cleveland Judge 


Bought to show that men possessed 
more Inherent honesty than women 
Forthwith he was swept from his feel 
by a wave of popular indignation. De 
minctations were heaped upon him. in 
every section of the country and ai 
last, in despair, he denied in toto al 
he had said. 


The question of a woman's honesty 
as compared to that of a man is one 
•which has puzzled philosophers for 
ages. In every civilized country it has 
been argued pro and con and never 
has 
any 
definite 
conclusion been 


reached. The agitation started by the 
Cleveland judge culminated In Paris, 
•where, after devoting columns to the 
subject, it was decided by one of the 
papers that women were not less hon- 
est. An, English publication In passing 
judgment declared man was the more 
honest of the two sexes 
Opinion is 


widely diversified. And BO, too, is the 
question. It must be considered from 
every angle, declares a writer in the 
St. Louis Republic 


It wquld be utter foolishness to ques- 


tion the honesty of a woman of culture 
and refinement, in 
a 
comparative 


sense, with a sot whose few remaining 
faculties were occupied with the sole 
Idea of how to get the next drink 
And the same would apply between a 
•woman who bad reached the bottom 
of the social scale and a man known 
to be of sterling honesty and integ- 
rity. 


Tett Must Be a Fair One. 


To render an opinion which would 


stand dissection it would be necessary 
to choose with great care two sub- 
jects whose mental and social qualifi- 
cations are on a par. Then, with due 
allowance for the constitutional differ- 
ences between the two sexes, they 
should be studied, and, unknown to 
themselves, put to the test. Such a 
proceeding would entail much time 
and even then might be fruitless, so, 
In an endeavor to get some idea of 
how the question is regarded in St 
Louis, a number of men whose dally 
life brings them in contact with both 
sexes were asked for their views. 


The majority of the men approached 


proved ardent champions of the weak- 
er sex and were inclined to look upon 
digressions more in the light of in- 
consistencies and vagaries rather than 
anything having to do with their hon- 
esty. It was acknowledged that they 
were prone to draw upon their Imag- 
inations and probably In the course of 
a day told many what are known in 
common parlance as fibs or white lies. 
But. it was pointed out, they did so in 
many instances in order to spare the 
feelings of friends. Stress was laid 


on the fact that the plain, unvarnished 
truth between women in their inter- 
course with one another would lead to 
much unhappinesg and ill feeling 


It is little to be wondered at that 


men In St. Louis throw up their hands 
at the idea of their opinions being ex- 
ploited 
Even when assured 
they 


would not be quoted, several judges, 
inclining to the stand taken by the 
Cleveland jurist, were most guarded 
in their statements. Said one: 


Woman's Superior Imagination. 
"The average woman is <a bundle of 


nerves and full of latent enthusiasm. 
She has great powers of imagination, 
and when the occasion demands does 
not hesitate to draw upon them Love 
also has much to do with her relegat- 
ing the truth to the rear With liberty 
or welfare of the object of her affec- 
tions at stake, there is no sacrflce she 
will not make, and the perverting of 
the truth becomes s. petty matter. 


"Why," he exclaimed, "I have heard 


women make statements on the wit- 
ness stand which o my own certain 
knowledge I knew to be false. 
Of 


course, the same is true of men, to 
some extent, but is confined to a class, 
as a rule, of which 
nothing better 


could be expected. With women, how- 
ever, it applies to the sex as a whole. 
Education, breeding and 
refinement 


make little difference. 
Swayed 
by 


love, affection or her'emotions, a wom- 
an will stop at nothing When under 
control of her feelings she takes little 
heed of the consequences which are 
likely to ensue as a result of her ac- 
tions. 


"No man," he said in conclusion, 


"has a higher respect for women than 
myself. Upon her, in a large measure, 
rests the welfare of the nation, and 
each day her influence in business, 
politics and the affairs of the country 
;s making itself more apparent. 
That 


such Is the case is a matter for con- 
gratulation. But her temperament in 
matters wherein her heart and affec- 
:ions play a part will ever preclude her 
having the same degree of honesty as 
man." 


Opinion of a Revivalist. 


The next man sought for an opinion 


v.-as Gipsy Smith. In conducting his re- 
vivals he has come in contact with 
women of every walk of life, and it 
was judged from his wide experience 
he would be able to make a compari- 
son, with sharply drawn lines. Such 
proved to be the case. He did not 
hesitate a second in saying: 


"I do not think women less honest 


han men. Woman, when she Is good, 
s an angel. Just as the highest moun- 
ains have the deepest valleys, so the 
;reatest possibilities for good may 
become the greatest possibilities for 
svil 


"Woman is differently 
constituted 


rom man. 
Her emotions are more 


easily aroused, and at times, when un- 
der their control, she does things tbat 
ater she may, regret As to .her non- 
sty, as compared with that of man, 
here can be no question." 


The manager of a department store 


did not show the same faith. He de- 
iared women made a practice of tell- 
ng deliberate falsehoods with no other 
dea in view than perhaps making a 
good bargain. It was a common oc- 
urrence, he said, for a woman to ask 
o be shown goods and when informed 
f the price have her say: "Why. I 


can get exactly the same thing 
at 


Blank & Blank's for half the price," 
when she was well aware that such a 
thing was impossible. He stated that 
much of the shrewdness attributed to 
women in making a bargain was due 
in large part to their ability to sub- 
serve the truth. 


He said he did not draw his conclu- 


sions from his experience with men, 
as he fully realized that his own sex 
in a department store were as much 
out of place as the proverbial "bull In 
a china shop," and in the struggle to 
get out would buy at any price. In de- 
tecting thieves, whose operations make 
constant vigilance necessary in a large 
store, he declared he would rather deal 
with six men than one woman. Their 
guile, even when caught red-handed, 
he declared, was often the means of 
their escaping punishment. 


Lleenie Clerk's Testimony. 


G. H. Ruedi, who has acted In the 


capacity of marriage license clerk at 
the city hall for six years, aligned 
himself on the women's side. 
Inas- 


much as he has to ask every appli- 
cant for his or her age, this would al- 
most seem to put an end to further 
discussion. 
If there is one subject 


upon which a woman is tender, it is 
her age. From time Immemorial she 
has considered it her special privilege 
to make use of a sliding scale in this 
respect. As a schoolgirl she delights 
in adding on one or two years, and 
when the score and 
ten mark 
is 


reached she stops counting altogether. 


Mr. Ruedi was unqualified in his as- 


sertion that women are more honest 
than men 
His great trouble, he de- 


clared, was with young girls under 
age who were obsessed 
with love's 


young dream. They did not seem to 
have any scruples, he said, about add- 
ing a year or two to their ages when 
it was palpable they had not reached 
the age of discretion established by 
statute. 


It will be a surprise to many to 


learn that men are not exempt from 
weakness in regard to their age Mr 
Ruedi said he frequently had cases 
where men, in the presence of friends 
and neighbors, without the least con- 
cern, deducted from five to ten years 
from the number of summers which 
had passed over their heads. 


James H. Smith, chief of detectives, 


when asked his opinion, quickly di- 
vided women with criminal tendencies 
Into two classes. Into the first he put 
the woman who was brought before 
him as a result of her first venture be- 
yond the pale of the law 
As for the 


professional 
woman 
criminal 
he 


showed little mercy. He stated that 
men, no matter how hardened, when 
they found the 
evidence so strong 


against them as to render their case 
hopeless, usually came out with the 
truth. With the woman criminal the 
department has to overcome all the 
artifices which she uses to baffle the 
sleuths. 


Says Women Are More Honest. 


"As a rule," said Chief Smith, "the 


women that stoop to the minor crimes 
are not In the professional class, and 
when confronted with proof of their 
wrongdoing readily admit their guilt. 


the quick by the merciless lash of one 
another's tongues. 
Many of the cruel 


insinuations uttered are probably In- 
vented on the spur of the moment, 
with the sole object of hitting a tender 
spot in the armor of the other. 


Men as a rule will come to blow* 


when the insult is passed. It is not 
the nature of women to engage In fisti- 
cuffs, and, by way of getting repara- 
tion, the soiling of an enemy's reputa- 
tion is often the modus operand!. Such 
a practice is much to be deplored, and 
many women, In fact, the majority, 
scorn to use such tactics. Little hesi- 
tation is shown, however, by those of 
the female persuasion In giving vent 
to their spleen by cutting remarks and 
unjust criticisms which might just aa 
well remain unsaid. 


Of course, the dame Is true to an 


extent among men, but It cannot be 
said to be as prevalent Men are re- 
luctant to undermine another's stand-

The same can be said of men, though 
to a lesser degree. It is my opinion

women are much more honest than 
men.

Twisting .and turning, 
watching every loophole, it is almost 
Impossible to trap them. They make 
a travesty of truth, and It Is only by 
constant vigilance and the surmount- 
ing of overwhelming odds that they 
are at last brought to bay." 


Have Not Will Power of Men. 


It Is generally acknowledged that 


man has a better control of his feel- 
ings in time of trouble or excitement, 
allowing always for the invariable ex- 
ception, than has a woman. Two men 
can engage in a bitter argument land 
Say each other with biting sarcasm 
and yet on the surface display notlthe 
least emotion. Curbed by such an 1 ex- 
ercise of wlH power, they are less ijke- 
ly to veer very far from "the truth. 
On the other hand, let two women1 be- 
come Involved in a controversy, and 
ofttlmes at the termination of the'dis- 
pute both parties are in tears, cut to 


ace with a brawling woman." These 
passages, brief though they may be, 
show that the question was probably 
thrashed out many a time, not only in 
the dim past, but also in the days of 
the bard of Avon. 


Have you ever been at a friend's 


house and while there have 
your 


host's brother or husbaqd become In- 
volved In an argument with a bill col- 
lector or some other unwelcome vis- 
itor? Then you have witnessed the 
sister or wife sometimes go to the as- 
sistance of the man. Did you ever 
notice how soon she is taking part in 
the dispute, and how ready she is to 
back up any statement he may make? 
She will seize every opportunity to aid 
him and will enlarge upon the truth 
until it sometimes brings a smile to 
the face of both men. 


Emotion Cuts Large Figure. 


It is a common occurrence for a 


man escorting a woman to unwittingly 
be a party to a disturbance, and when 
the police appear and begin to ques- 
tion everyone who seems to know any- 
thing about it, who is It that chips In. 
when the first query is put to the man, 
and declares that they know nothing 
of the trouble? Did you ever see a 
man trying to answer a question in a 
coherent manner, with an excitable 
woman on his arm? Have you not felt 
sorry for him, while he was trying to 
calm his companion, and prove at the 
same time he was Innocent of any 
wrong doing? 


It cannot be denied that under the 


stress of excitement 
or emotion, a 


woman will not hesitate at a mere per- 
verting of the truth. She Is Intensely 
loyal to those she loves, and when 
they are in danger or threatened with 
disgrace she will not let anything 
stand in her way to render what aid 
she may. Such a spirit may well be 
praised, rather than censured. 


Would a man make such sacrifices? 


Even though he professed to have an 
undying affection for a woman will he 
deliberately lie to get her out of 
trouble? If he sees her in trouble IB 
public, where he will have to step Into 
the limelight if he goes to her assist- 
ance, will he rush out and valiantly in- 
vent some sort of yarn to get her out 
of the predicament? 
It Is very ques- 


tionable. 


It is not probable that he refrains 


from doing so on account of conscien- 
tious scruples, more 
probably it is 


through fear of ridicule, but notwith- 
standing he has maintained a position 
which a woman wouM not. 
It can 


hardly be said that ne deserves any 
credit for his enforced adherence to 
the truth, rather, he should be con- j 
demned in many cases. Thesn are just 
a few instances that would tend to 
prove that man, through no effort of 
his own, is more H»*>J» to be honest j 
than a womir

To the growing habit of substituting 


the bottle for the natural nursing func 
tion, the writer has strong words of 
condemnation. For, to this practice Is 
largely attributed the increase In In 
fant mortality, and bad health of the 
mother, who is In danger of many 111 
nesses arising out of the omission of 
the natural function. 


As a rule, the child should be nursed 


for the first nine months at least The 
exception to this is, of course, when 
the mother Is suffering from the ef 
fects of overwork, or alcoholism, or is 
a victim of tuberculosis. 


The writer mentions the supreme 


value of hot milk for the 
nursing 


mother and where this Is not obtain 
able, hot water should be taken to 
large quantities.

T. LOUIS.—Ignoring senti- 
ment and considering the 
question totally without re- 
gard to the position woman 
occupies by reason of her 
sex, can It be said she is 


less honest than man? It's a subject 
calling for rare diplomacy. 


Several years ago a St. Louia law- 


yer, at the time holding office, made so 
bold as to publish a statement in the 
affirmative. 
He made a cold, dispas- 


sionate analysis of the character of 
woman and gave what purported to be 
proofs in substantiation of his asser- 
tion. He was buried under a etorm 
of protest and finally receded from his 
position. 


More recently 
a Cleveland Judge 


Bought to show that men possessed 
more inherent honesty than women. 
Forthwith he was swept from his feet 
by a ware of popular indignation. De- 
nunciations were heaped upon him. In 
every section of the country and at 
last, in despair, he denied in toto all 
he had said. 


The question of a woman's honesty 


<u compared to that of a man is one 
•which has puzzled philosophers for 
ages. In every civilized country it has 
been argued pro and con and never 
lias any 
definite 
conclusion been 


reached. The agitation started by the 
Cleveland judge culminated In Paris, 
where, after devoting columns to the 
subject, it was decided by one of the 
papers that women were not less hon- 
est. An English publication In passing 
judgment declared man was the more 
•honest of the two sexes 
Opinion is 


widely diversified. And so, too, is the 
question. It must be considered from 
every angle, declares a writer in the 
St. Louis Republic 


It wquld be utter foolishness to ques- 


tion the honesty of a woman of culture 
and refinement, in 
a comparative 


sense, with a sot whose few remaining 
faculties were occupied with the sole 
idea of how to get the next drink 
And the same would apply between a 
•woman who bad reached the bottom 
of the social scale and a man known 
to be of sterling honesty and integ- 
rity. 
Tett Must Be a Fair One. 


To render an opinion which would 


stand dissection it would be necessary 
to choose with great care two sub- 
jects whose mental and social qualifi- 
cations are on a par. Then, with due 
allowance for the constitutional differ- 
ences between the two sexes, they 
should be studied, and, unknown to 
themselves, put to the test. Such a 
proceeding would entail much time 
and even then might be fruitless, so, 
In an endeavor to get some idea of 
bow the question is regarded in St 
Louis, a number of men whose daily 
life brings them in contact with both 
sexes were asked for their views. 


The majority of the men approached 


proved ardent champions of the weak- 
er sex and were inclined to look upon 
digressions more in the light of in- 
consistencies and vagaries rather than 
anything having to do with their hon- 
esty. It was acknowledged that they 
were prone to draw upon their Imag- 
inations and probably In the course of 
a day told many what are known In 
common parlance as fibs or white lies. 
But. it was pointed out, they did so in 
many instances in order to spare the 
feelings of friends. Stress was laid

on the fact that the plain, unvarnished 
truth between women in their inter- 
course with one another would lead to 
much unhappiness and ill feeling 


It is little to be wondered at that 


men In St. Louis throw up their hands 
at the Idea of their opinions being ex- 
ploited 
Even when assured 
they 


would not be quoted, several judges, 
inclining to the stand taken by the 
Cleveland jurist, were most guarded 
in their statements. Said one: 


Woman's Superior Imagination. 
"The average woman is ia bundle of 


nerves and full of latent enthusiasm. 
She has great powers of imagination, 
and when the occasion demands does 
not hesitate to draw upon them 
Love 


also has much to do with her relegat- 
ing the truth to the rear 
With liberty 


or welfare ot the object of her affec- 
tions at stake, there is no sacrnce she 
will not make, and the perverting of 
the truth becomes a petty matter. 


"Why," he exclaimed, "I have heard 


women make statements on the wit- 
ness stand which o my own certain 
knowledge I knew to be false. 
Of 


course, the same is true of men, to 
some extent, but is confined to a class, 
as a rule, of which nothing better 
could be expected. With women, how- 
ever, it applies to the sex as a whole. 
Education, breeding and 
refinement 


make little difference. 
Swayed by 


love, affection or her'emotions, a wom- 
an will stop at nothing 
When under 


control of her feelings she takes little 
heed of the consequences which are 
likely to ensue as a result of her ac- 
tions. 


"No man," he said in conclusion, 


"has a higher respect for women than 
myself. Upon her. In a large measure, 
rests the welfare of the nation, and 
each day her influence in business, 
politics and the affairs of the country 
is making Itself more apparent. That 
such Is the case is a matter for con- 
gratulation. But her temperament In 
matters wherein her heart and affec- 
tions play a part will ever preclude her 
having the same degree of honesty as 
man." 


Opinion of a Revivalist. 


The next man sought for an opinion 


v.-as Gipsy Smith. In conducting his re- 
vivals he has come in contact with 
women of every walk of life, and it 
was judged from his wide experience 
he would be able to make a compari- 
son, with sharply drawn lines. Such 
proved to be the case. He did not 
hesitate a second In saying: 


"I do not think women less honest 


than men. Woman, when she Is good, 
is an angel. Just as the highest moun- 
tains have the deepest valleys, so the 
greatest possibilities for good may 
become the greatest possibilities tor 
evil 


"Woman is differently constituted 


from man. Her emotions are more 
easily aroused, and at times, when un- 
der their control, she does things that 
later she may, regret As to .her hon- 
esty, as compared with that of man, 
there can be no question." 


The manager of a department store 


did not show the same faith. He de- 
clared women made a practice of tell- 
ing deliberate falsehoods with no other 
idea in view than perhaps making a 
good bargain. It was a common oc- 
currence, he said, for a woman to ask 
to be shown goods and when informed 
of the price have her say: "Why. I 


can get exactly the same thing a 
Blank & Blank's for half the price, 
when she was well aware that euch 
thing was impossible. He stated th, 
much of the shrewdness attributed t 
women in making a bargain was du 
in large part to their ability to sub 
serve the truth. 


He said he did not draw his conolu 


slons from his experience with men 
as be fully realized that his own sex 
in a department store were as much 
out of place as the proverbial "bull In 
a china shop," and in the struggle t 
get out would buy at any price. In de 
tecting thieves, whose operations makf 
constant vigilance necessary in a large 
store, he declared he would rather dea 
with six men than one woman. The! 
guile, even when caught red-handed 
he declared, was often the means o 
their escaping punishment. 


License Clerk'* Testimony. 


O. H. Ruedi, who has acted In the 


capacity of marriage license clerk a 
the city hall for six years, aligned 
himself on the women's side. 
Inai 


much as he has to ask every appli- 
cant for his or her age, this would al 
most seem to put an end to furthe 
discussion. 
If there is one subjec 


upon which a woman is tender, it Is 
her age. From time immemorial she 
has considered it her special prlvilegi 
to make use of a sliding scale in this 
respect. As a schoolgirl she delights 
in adding on one or two years, ant 
when the score and 
ten mark 
is 


reached she stops counting altogether 


Mr. Ruedl was unqualified in his as 


sertion that women are more honest 
than men 
His great trouble, he de- 


clared, was with young girls under 
age who were obsessed 
with love's 


young dream. They did not seem to 
have any scruples, he said, about add 
Ing a year or two to their ages when 
It was palpable they had not reached 
the age of discretion established by 
statute. 


It will be a surprise to many to 


learn that men are not exempt from 
weakness in regard to their age Mr 
Ruedi said he frequently had cases 
where men, in the presence of friends 
and neighbors, without the least con 
cern, deducted from five to ten years 
from the number of summers which 
had passed over their heads. 


James H. Smith, chief of detectives 


when asked his opinion, quickly di 
vided women with criminal tendencies 
Into two classes. Into the first he put 
the woman who was brought before 
him as a result of her first venture be- 
yond the pale of the law 
As for the 


professional 
woman 
criminal 
he 


showed little mercy. He stated that 
men, no matter how hardened, when 
they found the 
evidence so strong 


against them as to render their case 
hopeless, usually came out with the 
truth. With the woman criminal the 
department has to overcome all the 
artifices which she uses to baffle the 
sleuths. 


Says Women Are More Honest. 


"As a rule," said Chief Smith, "the 


women that stoop to the minor crimes 
are not in the professional class, and 
when confronted with proof of their 
wrongdoing readily admit their guilt. 
The same can be said of men, though 
to a lesser degree. It is my opinion 
that under ordinary circumstances 
women are much more honest than 
men. 


"When It comes to professional crim- 


inals, however, women far outdistance 
men in their dishonesty. They are 
more shrewd and crafty and exceed- 


ngly hard to 'handle. They summon 
o their aid every artifice to squirm 
ut of a hole. Twisting .and turning, 
watching every loophole, it is almost 
mpossible to trap them. They make 


travesty of truth, and it is only by 


onstant vigilance and the surmount- 
ng of overwhelming odds that they 
re at last brought to bay." 


Have Not Wilt Power of Men. 


It is generally acknowledged that 
lan has a better control of his feel- 
ngs in time of trouble or excitement, 
allowing always for the invariable ex- 
eption, than has a woman. Two men 
an engage in a bitter argument )and 
ay each other with biting sarcasm 
nd yet on the surface display notlthe 
east emotion. Curbed by such anjex- 
rcise of wlH power, they are less ijke- 
y to veer very far from "the truth. 
»n the other hand, let two women1 be- 
ome Involved in a controversy, and 
mimes at the termination of the dfs- 
ute both parties are in tears, cut to 


the quick by the merciless lash of on* 
another's tongues. 
Many of the crue

Milk for Baby. 


A recent review on Hygiene and 


Health by the eminent Scbarlieb, M 
D., gives the 
opinion that "health 


workers"—those who make it a prac- 
tice to help and visit the sick, should 
co-operate with doctors and nurses in 
their fight to preserve to the new-born 
infant the natural milk of the mother 


To the growing habit of substituting 


the bottle for the natural nursing func 
tion, the writer has strong words of 
condemnation. For, to this practice Is 
largely attributed the increase In in 
fant mortality, and bad health of the 
mother, who is in danger of many II) 
nesses arising out of the omission of 
the natural function. 


As a rule, the child should be nursed 


for the first nine months at least. The 
exception to this is, of course, when 
the mother Is suffering from the ef 
fects of overwork, or alcoholism, or la 
a victim of tuberculosis. 


The writer mentions the supreme 


value of hot milk for the 
nursing 


mother and where this is not obtain 
able, hot water should be taken to 
large quantities. 


In connection with this it may be 


stated that there Is In England a plan 
afoot to make it illegal to employ in 
workshop or factory any woman fof 
at least two months before and twc 
after the birth of a child.

This is the popular candy of ] 


Take two pounds of sugar, two p9ncef> 
butter, a small tin ot condensed milk 
a cup of fresh milk and a large table 
spoonful of essence of vanilla. Boll 
all together very slowly until very 
thick, or until it hardens quickly 
when dropped in cold water. Place on 
an asbestos mat, and stir occasional- 
ly; the secret of success In toffee Is to 
have It cook slowly.
